Trade.—The Oversea imports during October were valued at £3,898,808, 
and show an increase of £1,290,153, or over 49 per cent., as compared 
with the corresponding month of last year. The total for four months, 
July to October, 1918, was £14,744,677, an increase of £6,666,687, or 
over 82 per cent., in comparison with the corresponding period in 1917. 

The Oversea exports during October amounted to £3,693,283, being 
an increase of £525,764, or over 16 per cent., as compared with the 
corresponding month of last year. For the four months, July to 
October, 1918, there was an increase of £3,412,035, or 33-7 per cent. 
compared with the same period for 1917. 


Amports at Sydney.— Excluding the value of the imports from State ports, 
the articles imported at the port of Sydney, in October, were valued

last financial year,

Gold Production.—The gold yield during October, 1918, was 9,880 oz. 
crude, equal to 9,52 26 oz. fine, valued at £40, 464, and showed a decrease 
of 1,564 oz. fine, and £6,643 in value, compared with October of last 
year. The value of the gold produced during the ten months was 
£308,507, and showed an increase of 1,719 oz. fine, and £7,303 in value, 
in the figures for the corresponding period of last year. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—¥rom the information collected each month (see 
Table 56) as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries, it 
appears that in pvienes 1918, prices were 36°8 per cent. higher tham 
in July, 1914 ; 2-6 per cent. lower than ih October, 1917 ; and 3-0 per 
cent. higher than i in the preceding month, September, 1918. 


Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
October, 1918, 66:9 per cent. higher than in July, 1914; 11:9 per 
cent, than in October, 1917 ; and 9°6 per cent. higher than in September, 
1918.

Beef prices advanced considerably, and those of mutton in a smaller 
degree, as a result of the increases proclaimed by the Commonwealth 
Government on the 23rd September. 


Prices of eggs, ham, onions, starch, and sago were slightly higher than 
those ruling in September, an potatoes, rice, and butter declined 
slightly. 
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Meteorology.—The rain received during October, although more extensive 
than in the previous month, was unsatisfactory, the falls over New 
South Wales, excepting at a few isolated centres, notably in the south- 
west quarter of the State, in the Hunter and Manning districts, and in 
the Central and Southern Tablelands, being under the average. At the 
close of the month, however, beneficial falls, in most cases exceeding the 
average, were recorded at many places, due to monsoonal and antarctic 
influences, which somewhat relieved the prevailing conditions ; but on the 
whole the wheat belt suffered most, the discrepancy in this area being 
most prominent, ranging from 33 to 240 points below normal for the 
period. Dry conditions were also experienced on the coastal districts, 
the moisture received being extremely light and poor. Varied tempera- 
tures prevailed throughout the State, with hot and cool spells alter- 
nating, generally associated with squally northerly or southerly winds 
respectively. 


Vital Statistics—Sydney and Suburbs—October, 1918.—The births 
registered numbered 1,736, equal to 26:80 per 1,000 of population 
per annum; of the total, 920 were males and 816 females. The rate is 
8:4 per cent. below the average of the previous five years, 


The deaths numbered 691, namely, 383 males and 308 females. The 
mortality rate of 10°67 per 1,000 of population per annum is 6°9 per cent. 
above the average of the previous five years. The deaths were below 
the average in age-groups under 1 and 5-64, and above the average in 
age-groups 1-4 and 65 and over. 

The infantile mortality was 54:1 per 1,000 births, and is 5:8 per cent. 
below the average for the month of October for the previous five years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.— According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
October, 494 new buildings, as compared with 380 in October, 1917. 


The total for the ten months, January to October, was 4,293, as 
compared with 4,209 during the corresponding period of 1917. 


Land Selections.—During October, 85 applications were made for 73,219 
acres under the Crown Lands Acts; and 49,924 acres, representing 77 
blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which includes areas set 
apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year the num- 
ber of applications has been 838, and the area applied for 645,234 
acres. The original area gazetted for residential settlement since the 
Ist January is 712,377 acres, representing 856 blocks.

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No. 65.—Preliminary Forecast of the N.S.W. Wheat Harvest, 1918-19. 
Although particulars for several important districts are still outstanding, it is possible to issue 
a preliminary forecast of the current Wheat Harvest. The continued dry weather throughout the 
greater part of the spring has had a most disastrous effect on the wheat crops generally, but more 
particularly in the Northern, the North-western, and the Central-western districts of the State. 


The subjoined table gives particulars of the areas and estimated yields in the various divisions :—

Since the July estimate was issued it appears that the wheat areca has been increased by 19,630 
acres, mainly in the divisions of the Western Slope, as the returns just received show that ihe total 
area sown is 3,215,030, as compared with the earlier estimate of 3,195,400 acres, of which it was 
anticipated 2,811,870 acres would be reserved for grain. Of the total area sown 3,215,030 acres—it 
is estimated that 262,430 acres have failed entirely, and 240,450 acres have been fed-off in order to 
secure some return. , Of the 2,811,870 acres intended originally for grain, therefore, move than half 
a million acres have either failed entirely or have been eaten off by stock. Earlier in the year it was 
anticipated that about 383,530 acres would be reaped for hay, but as the dry weather continued, the 
farmers evidently considered it advisable to utilise a much larger area for this purpose. Hay values 
have ruled high, and the results have justified their decision to cut a larger area for hay instead of 
reserving it for grain. Whilst the general average is low, and many of the crops have failed almost 
entirely, the detailed reports indicate that some remarkably good yields have heen obtained from 
fallowed land. 

The harvest is very poor in the North-western Slopes. In many places no rain has fallen since 
August, and there has been very little growth in consequence. Of the 281.330 acres sown in this division, 
151,490 acres—more than half the area—have failed or have been fed-off; 104,840 acres yielded 458,000 
bushels, and 25,000 acres have been cut for 11,320 tons of hay. 


In the Central Plain, the area which failed entirely, although greater in the aggregate, is not so 
large proportionally. In this division the fed-off area amounts to 67,340 acres, and 86,900 acres failed, 
leaving 298,300 acres which yielded 1,771,0C0 bushels of grain and 81,890 acres which averaged half a 


ton of hay to the acre.

In the Central-western Slope the area cut for hay represents half the area reserved for grain, 
the high prices ruling for hay inducing farmers to harvest a much larger proportion than usual of their 
crops in this manner. 295,930 acres are expected to yield an average of 6-79 bushels per acre, and 
143,100 acres have been cut for 93,200 tons of hay. 


The South-western Slopes and the Riverina Divisions have given the best returns, more especially 
the early crops on fallowed land, the average yields per acre of grain from the areas actually harvested 
being 10-64 and 9-97 bushels respectively; the areas which failed entirely are comparatively smal} 
in relation to the total areas sown to wheat in these divisions. As in other divisions, a much larger 
area than usual has been cut for hay on account of the high prices ruling for chaff, the return per aere 
being about 1 ton. 


Since 1909-10 there has only been one harvest which did not greatly exceed the production 
during the current season. This was in 1914-15, when 2,758,024 acres yielded 12,830,000 bushels, 
or an average return per acre of only 4:7 bushels. In all the other years the average yield has not been 
less than 9-6-bushels, and has been as high as 15-9 bushels per acre. With the exception of the 1914-15 
season, the estimated total production—18,048,000 bushels—is less than in any previous season subse- 
quent to 1908-9. From the foregoing it is apparent that the stocks of wheat already awaiting shipment 
will not be augmented by more.than 4,000,000 bushels at most, as the result of the current season’s 
operations.
